The White House said Kennedy 
would have no comment on the 
big steel company’s action before 
his televised conference. 
No Parlier View 
He had said he would make his 
comments in a statement expect* 
ed before that time. 
That word came from the Presi­ 
dent at a White House social func­ 
tion Tuesday night. 
Andrew T. Hatcher, assistant 
press secretary, said Kennedy re­ 
ceived his first word of the S6-p;T* 
ton price hike by U.S. Steel from 
Roger Slough, board chairman of 
the firm, at a personal meeting 
in the White House late Tuesday. 
Hatcher said Blough requested 
the appointment, and came from 
Pittsburgh to see the President.

Dirksen Coasts to Win 
In Illinois; Yates Foe 


CHICAGO (AP) - Sen Everett 
M. Dirksen. Republican leader in 
the Senate with nearly 28 years 
service in Congress, coasted to an 
easy victory in the Illinois pri­ 
mary election Tuesday. 
The 66-year-old veteran political 
campaigner, bidding for a third 
Senate term, piled up a 6-1 vic­ 
tory over Harley D. Jones, 69, a 
politically unknown Chicago law­ 
yer. 
Dirksen, who made his first 
race for a Senate seat in 1950 
after eight terms as a represen­ 
tative in Congress from the Fe- 
k n-Peoria district, will be op­ 
posed in the Nov 6 general elec­ 
tion by Sidney R. Yates, 52, a 
seven-term 
congressman 
from 
Chicago's North Side. 
Yates, with the backing of the 
regular Democratic party organa 


ing the presidency in 1960. Daly, 
however, made his strongest show­ 
ing to date and held Yates’ vic­ 
tory margin to about 3-1. 
Returns from 9.222 of the state's 
10.343 precincts gave D i r k s e n 
611,196 votes to 93.701 for Jon*s. 
Yates led Daly 645.649 to 199,548. 
The primary, the first in the 
nation this year, was marked by 
a lack of spirited races. Hie vot­ 
ing was comparatively light down­ 
state but was exceptionally heavy 
in Chicago. 
The big turnout in Chicago was 
attributed to the vote on six bond 
issues totaling $66 million dollars 
which had the backing of Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, the state’s Dem­ 
ocratic leader. All six of the pro­ 
posals, calling for public improve­ 
ments. were defeated in a vote 
which election officials said ap­ 
peared the highest in a primary 
since 1942.

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CANCER BATTLEGROUND 
Cancer kills around 270,000 persons a 
year in the United States, and many think 
of it as basically an incurable ailment. 
Yet it is to be a considerable—and in­ 
creasing—degree both curable and prevent­ 
able. The current recognition of “25 years 
of progress” in the medical assault on the 
disease seems thoroughly warranted. 
The way ahead is long and still obscured. 
Though many cancer specialists talk hope­ 
fully of finding the big answers soon, none 
does any cheering today in the face of the 
heavy toll cancer takes. 
It is a fact, however, that in the past gen­ 
eration the “cure rate” for those with can­ 
cer has improved from one in four to one in 
three. And Dr. Kenneth M. Endicott, head 
of the National Cancer Institute, believes 
this could be advanced to one in two simply 
by wider md earlier application of known 
methods. 
Thus tens of thousands of lives could be 
saved even without new breakthroughs in 
cancer research. 
As for prevention, much can be done 
merely by avoiding the countless chemical 
culprits which already have been success­ 
fully identified as cancer-causing agents. 
These include, of course, certain oils, coal 
tar products, other chemicals, and either 
metallic or radioactive dust The list is still 
growing. 
With most of these troublesome agents, 
long exposure is the key. Industrial workers 
, may be exposed to some In the course of 
their jobs. Farmers and others who may 
labor outdoors from dawn to dusk some­ 
times develop skin cancers from the sun’s 
radiation. 
The diet and other individual habits of 
millions more can produce the long expos­ 
ure to irritants that leads to trouble. But 
habits, the cancer experts recognize, are 
extremely hard to break, even when the 
alternative Is a perilous disease. 
If people won’t yield old habits, then the 
specialists believe they can at least work 
hard at forming what for many would be 
a totally new habit; taking a tough physical 
examination every 12 months or less. 
The American Cancer Society says only 
about 23 per cent of all adult Americaas re­ 
port that they have complete, regular 
checkups. 
Dr. I. S. Ravdin, the society’s president­ 
elect and an eminent surgeon, notes that 
three-fourths of the cancers of the lower 
digestive tract—one of the commonest sites 
—are easily detectable in the curable stage. 
Checkups, he says, could save 50,000 lives 
a year from this kind of cancer alone. 
While they are urging “prevention,” the 
cancer researchers hunt for the deeper, 
broader cures that Dresunuibly can come 
only when they understand the complex, 
perhaps interrelated causes of what Dr. En­ 
dicott labels a “collection of diseases.” 
Dedicated men are try ing to banish this 
dread scourge. Meantime, we can help our­ 
selves by giving the doctors a chance to ap­ 
ply the many things they already know 
about cancer.

H E L P W AN TED ! 
What I cannot ever make out is what has be­ 
come of the American girl. Ask a businessman 
and he says that he is short of office help and 
what he gets cannot spell or make paragraphs 
or look up something. Ask a hospital administra­ 
tor and he complains that if he docs not get some 
more nurses the place will fail apart. 
A hospital runs on nurses. But if one is in a 
hospital only a few days, he hears about the nurse 
shortage and how they have to use nurses' aids 
and how some of them cannot tell a thermometer 
from a barometer, and how they have to import 
nurses from Ireland. Where are the American 
girts? 
Nursing is tough, physical work. In addition. 
a nurse must be patient, sweet-tempered, a first 
rate psychologist because she deals with sick. 
tired and frightened people. The worst patients 
are the convalescents; they want everything. 
■■Doctors put some patients, particularly those 
who have cultivated excellent tastes in food and 
drink and have done themselves in thereby, on 
rigid, unpleasant diets, like those which are salt! 
free, fat fret', sugar free and the food is like stuff 
fed on a soup line for refugees. Then the doctor 
leaves and a dietician comes along to work out a 
menu. I am convinced that no dietician knows 
anything about food and a doctor even less, be­ 
cause what I am generally permitted by these 
conspirators to eat would not keep a crow alive. 
But truth to tell, since I lost about IOO pounds, 
_ am stronger, carry a heavier work load, and have 
a pleasanter disposition than when I smoked 20 
cigars a day and ate delicacies from the four cor­ 
n u s of the Earth. 
A nurse has to deal with a fellow who finds 
caviar a fairly good starter but who is now given 
tat-free cottage cheese covered with fruit, like 
they used to serve in the tea shoppes. 
She must be strong enough to lift a heavy 
bruiser and gentle enough to carry a new-born 
baby. For this she must study and get a small 
salary — less than she could make as a school­ 
teacher or a stenographer. She must be profes­ 
sionally capable even when the convalescent 
makes improper advances. 
WTiy would anyone be a nurse? The answer is 
in the shortage of nurses. Of course, the armed 
forces take their share, just as they do of skilled 
people in every walk of life. But hospitals are 
short, and without nurses, doctors are helpless. 
Do we have to import all our skilled personnel 
from abroad? This is a very serious question 
which needs to be answered quickly in some con­ 
structive manner, because the substitution of 
practical nurses and nurses’ aids for trained,! 
registered nurses is not a practical or an honest 


Another failing of the medical profession is] 
serious and that is the shortage of internes and] 
residents for clinical medicine; that is, the kind 
of knowledge that an old-fashioned general prac­ 
titioner used to have. Nowadays everybody wants 
to be a specialist and while specialists are of 
limited value, the entire medical profession will 
collapse unless there are enough general prac­ 
titioners to take care of the population. Industry 
takes its share of $uch doctors. Others go into 
the armed services. Some get married early to 
wives who proletarize their husbands by insisting 
upon a nine to five life with Saturday and Sun­ 
day off. There is more security in research and 
better hours and better pay. No midnight calls 
No patients who come- in crying and forget to pay 
when cured. 
However, there is no substitute for the gen­ 
eral practitioner, or to use a term they prefer, 
clinical medicine or a disagnostician or an intern­ 
ist. It is becoming increasingly difficult to find a 
doctor at night or over the week-end, although ill­ 
ness is not arranged to suit either patient or doc­ 
tor. It is true that the medical profession is try­ 
ing to solve this problem, but I, for one, would 
not dare go to a strange doctor because he might 
quite honestly give me the wrong treatment, not 
knowing, without the records, what my basic 
problem is. Therefore appointing an ©\er-the- 
week-end committee does not serve. 
But doctors are human, too. and want to be 
with their wives and children or go to a show or 
go fishing. So what are we to do?

appear to be increasing numbers ot us who react 
to the ating of a hymenoptera with a violent re­ 
action of allergic hypersensitivity. 
If you have other allergies, or if you know by 
experience that an insect bite will produce more 
than the usual pain, swelling and redness, you 
might consider the following suggestions bet ore 
you meet up with the next insect in your vicinity: 
Do not use perfume or scent of any kind. 
Hymenoptera are attracted by pleasant odors. 
Wear fresh linens and dry oft promptly if you 
are sweaty and overheated. Stinging insects are 
attracted by unpleasant odors. 
Don’t walk near flowers or a flowering bush if 
you are wearing jewelry or some bright metallic 
object. Hymenoptera are attracted bv glitter. 
If buzzed by an insect, stand perfectly still. 
You invite attack by swatting. 
If stung by a honey bee, scrape off the stinger 
with any sharp object. If you merely remove the 
barb with your fingers, you don’t leave enough of 
an opening for escape of injected venom. 
So 
after you've scraped off stinger and surrounding 
skin, flush the area with running water for a 
few minutes. 
If, despite your efforts, the bitten area begins 
to react, apply cold compresses. And lf you begin 
to feel a bit woozy, perha|>t from absorption and 
a beginning allergic reaction, take a dose of w hat­ 
ever antihistam ine you've been supplied with for 
your other allergic condition. 
Or. if possible, get 
to the doctor or hospital to receive an injection 
of Adrenalin or some medicinal of similar action. 
And if your past experiences justify more 
drastic preventive measures ask your doctor his 
opinion of immunization with stinging insect 
antigen.

posed laws before Congress. 
For although the Constitution 
explicity and plainly says that 
qualifications 
for 
voting 
by 
American citizens shall be deter­ 
mined by the states alone. Attor­ 
ney General Kennedy now says 
in effect, in a public statement 
to a Senate subcommittee, that 
it is all right for Congress to ig­ 
nore this constitutional provi­ 
sion. He takes the position that 
Congress can pass a law defining 
“literacy” as completion of a 
sixth-grade education. 
The Constitution does forbid 
discrimination in voting on the 
grounds of race or color or sex. 
and laws have been enacted to 
enforce those provisions. Voters 
now can he disqualified on the 
basis of illiteracy irrespective of 
race or color or sex. So no new 
law really is needed th prevent 
any discrimination, and only a 
constitutional 
amendment 
can 
take away from the states the 
power to fix their own standards 
of literacy as a qualification for 
voting.

U.S. Steel’s Catch - Up 9 Boost 
Could Set Off New Price Spree

WASHINGTON (AP) - What 
now? 
A new wave of price increases 
and therefore another jump in liv­ 
ing coats? 
Keep your fingers crossed. A 
lot of industries using steel will 
be affected by Tuesday night's 
announcement of the U S. Steel 
Corp. that it is raising the price 
of steel. 
Surprise to JFR 
Other steel 
companies, as a 
starter, can be expected to start 
raising prices since the U.S. Steel 
Corp. usually sets the pattern for' 
the industry. 
This sudden move must have 
been a surprise to the Kennedy 
administration, judging from w*»at 
it said just a few weeks ago. It 
may, even have been a surprise 
to some firms in the steel indus­ 
try itself. 
Only a few hours before the 
US. 
Steel Corp. 
announcement 
President Edmund F. Marvin of 
Bethlehem Steel was telling

stockholders meeting his firm was 
trying to hold the price line in 
the face of increasing domestic 
and foreign competition. 
President Kennedy was so de­ 
lighted when th*’ steel union and 
the steel industry agreed on a 
new contract without a wage in­ 
crease or a strike that he sent 
both sides telegrams.

At the time of the settlement 
there was no public evidence that 
the industry, or anyone in it, 
planned a price increase, at least 
any time soon.

Leonas and his wife, Elena, 44. ' 
fled their Lithuanian home in 1944 
for Germany, leaving Regina and 
their son, Tomas, now 20, with' 
their maternal grandparents on a 
farm near Vilnius. 
The Leonas' spent three years in 
Germany, three years in England 
and three years in Canada before 
coining to Oiicago in 1963. They 
became citizens in 1969. 
From 1944 to 1956, they did not 
know whether Regina and Tomas 
were alive. 
Mrs. Leona* In 1966 wrote a 
friend and found that the children 
were alive. Efforts were initiated 
to bring them 
to 
the United 
States. 
They got a promise from Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev during his I 
1969 tour in the United States that 
Regina and Tomas would be re­ 
leased 
They arrived in Chicago 
In 1960—after 16 years of separa­ 
tion from their parents.

each individual transaction; and 
2) a monthly account summary. 
The invoice is quite similar to a 
charge slip issued by a retailer; 
it shows the type goods (stock) 
purchased, quantity, price, fees, 
taxes, date of sale and other 
vital 
factors 
involved 
The 
monthly statement lists all the 
transactions during the period, 
such as charges for margin ac­ 
count interest or cash withdraw­ 
als and credits for dividends re­ 
ceived or cash deposits, along 
with balances and stocks held in 
the account as of the cutoff date. 
Between these tv4o statements 
most investors will have all the 


information necessary to build 
up a reliable set of records.

DETROIT (AP) - Ford Motor 
Co. will not build a small small 
car in the United States this year. 
It has decided not enough people 
are interested in buying such a 
car to make the gamble worth the 
odds. 
In an unprecedented announce­ 
ment Tuesday night, Henry Ford 
II called ofI the Cardinal project. 
He indicated plans were continu­ 
ing to build the car in Ford plants 
abroad. 
This would make It available 
for import if die market changes. 
Ford personally never bad con­ 
firmed the Cardinal. However, in 
stock prospectus issued only 
last month, the company said it 
was developing such a car for fall 
introduction ii market conditions 
looked favorable. 
The Cardinal was to be of Volks­ 
wagen size and price, powered 
with a V-4 engine and front-wheel 
drive. A dozen hand-built proto­ 
types had been assembled with 
full production slated for early 
July at Ford’s Louisville, Ky., 
plant. 
Development of the Cardinal be­ 
gan five years ago and was ac­ 
celerated in 1959 when sale* of 
small foreign cars reached their 
peak in this country of some 
610,000 units. Imports have skid­ 
ded sharply since then, totaling 
CJM than 375,000 in 1961. 
The last-minute decision to call 
things off was in marked contrast 
to Ford’s handling of the ill-fated 
E cise I 
The Edsel, like the Cardinal, 
was conceived during a period of 
booming sales for its type of car. 
By late 1957, when the Edsel was 
ready, the market was shrinking 
fast. 
Ford

admitted 
they knew within the first month 
the Edsel was a failure. They 
stuck it out, however, until No­ 
vember 1959. building s l i g h t l y 
more than 100,000 altogether.

Do Y ou Remember 
By SOPHIE MILLER 
The Gazetteer and Business 
Directory of Ulster County for 
1871-1872 loaned to me by At­ 
torney Martin F. Comeau of 293 
Wall Street is interesting read­ 
ing. 
For instance under “valuable 
recipes" they give old homemade 
remedies. 
One reads: “Cure for a Cough 
—- a strong decoction of the 
leaves of the pine, sweetened 
with loaf sugar. Take a wine 
glassful! warm on going to bed, 
and half an hour before eating 
three times a day. The alcove is 
sold as a cough syrup, and is do­ 
ing wonderful cures, and it is 
sold at a great profit to manu­ 
facturers.” 
Another one reads: “To get 
rid of mosquitos, take a few hot 
coals on the shovel, or a chafing 
dish, and burn upon them some 
brown sugar in your bedrooms 
and parlors, and you effectually 
banish or destroy every mosquito 
for the night.” The only fault I 
find with this, la mosquitos come 
on hot nights and who wants a 
hot coal fire then. 
I do not know how many 
horses are around in this section 
but they have a paragraph on 
“How to Judge a Honk1" that 
was of course in 1871 and before. 
“If you want a safe horse, avoid 
one that is dish-faced. He may be 
so far gentle as not to scare; 
tart he will have too much go­ 
ahead in him to be safe with ev­ 
erybody. If you want a fool, but 
a horse of great bottom, get a 
deep »>ay, with not a white hair 
about him. lf his face is a little 
dished, so much the worse. Let 
no man ride such a horse that is 
not adept in reding 
they are al­ 
way tricky.and unsafe.” 
Years ago, they had a business 
directory 
like 
this 
1871-1872 
which listed all the inhabitants. 
With Port Ewen now 
having 
house number* why not have one 
there. House numbers do not 
change like telephone numbers, 
and list the property owners and 
the tenants, It makes for inter­ 
esting history later on. 
I am now looking at Esopus, 
where when they list a person 
as, farmer, they give the number 
of acres he owns and also the 
post office address. Captain A. 
L. Anderson’s post office address 
is Rondout. He is listed as cap­ 
tain of a steamboat and farmer 
with 150 acres. I take it, he was 
the owner and captain of our 
famous Mary Powell. 
James P. Ackerman's post of­ 
fice was Ulster Park, and he was 
a teacher and farmer with 70 
acres. Mrs Julia Adams of Eso­ 
pus [lost office was a farmer with 
500 acres. J. W. Dimick and Co. 
Rifton Glen post office (Jeremi­ 
ah W. Dimick and Calvin T. Ha­ 
zen) 
were 
manufacturers 
of 
worsted and wollen yarns (and 
rugs) and general merchants and 
farmers with 250 acres. Augus­ 
tus D. Hamilton, Rondout post 
office was a captain of a schoon­ 
er. John Hamilton, Port Ewen 
post office was captain of a sloop. 
!»o*iah Hasbrouck M. D. Port 
Ewen post office listed as physi­ 
cian. Warren Kemble, M. D. Ul­ 
ster Park post office physician. 
There are many Houghtalings, 
Ellsworth’s,*

etc., Ikanicd Freer, Esopus post 
office farmer leases of James D.j 
Pell 120 acres.

Loans Greater Than in Any State 
NA. College Students 
Share Over 20 Million

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - New 
York college students have shar­ 
ed more than $20 million in fed­ 
eral loans in the last three years 
to help finance their education. 
The U.S. Office of Education 
says the I20.099.2J9 alloted to 108 
New York colleges, universities 
and other schools of higher learn­ 
ing was more than that received 
by any other state. 
It resulted from the National 
Defense Education Act passed by 
Congress. 
To Superior Student* 
Sixty - seven per cent of the 
loans made since the program's 
inception in February 1950 went 
to students with superior back­ 
ground in science, mathematics, 
engineering, modern foreign lan­ 
guages and those preparing to 
teach elementary and secondary 
school. 
For each $9 in loan money al­ 
lotted by the federal government, 
the school must contribute $1. 
Loans are repayable over IO 
years at 3 per cent interest, but 
the first payment is not due until 
a year after a student graduates. 
New York’s share of the fed­ 
eral loan money rose from slight­ 
ly more than $3 million in the 
fiscal year, which ended June 30 
1959, to $7,313,671 for the current 
fiscal year, which ends June 30. 
Average Loan WOO 
The average loan this year is 
estimated at $500. 
Federal loan money received 
by New York schools during the 
entire program range from ti 
million for Columbia University 
to $5,400 for Queensborough Com­ 
munity College at Bayside. The 
second lowest amount — $6.346— 
went to Jamestown, N.Y., Com­ 
munity College.
